TOO MUCH SPYING

And Not Bnoum Work in the
Pension Bureau.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The work of the
special examiners of the Pension Bureau
has fallen into arrearage of over 20,000
cases, owing to the recent lack of appro-
priation. There are now 262 special examin-
ers in the field, and as a result of the in-
crease of $250,000 in the appropriation for
the service this force is now being aug-
mented by sixty-three employes detailed for
the purpose from the bureau. It is expected
with the present force of 3% that the ar-
rearage will be reduced to less than 10,000
cases during the remainder of the- fiscal
year, and that by the end of the calendar
yvear, If the force is maintained, the work

will be up to date.

German Duty on Cotton Seed Oil

WASHINGTON, Jan., 20,.—The Secretary
of the Treasury has received, through the
State Départment, copies of letters recently
received from Theodore Runyon, United
States embassador at Berlin, in which he
recites the reasons given for the proposed
Increased duty from four to ten marks per
hundred kilogrammes on cotton seed oil im-

ported into Germany, The main reason giv-
en is that cotton geed oil enters largely into
the manufacture of oleomargarine and,
therefore, comes in direct compeeition with
the butter and affects injurtously the Inter-
ests of German agricuiturists. The amount
of cotton seed oli imported into Germany
from the United States, during the ten
months ending Oct, 31, 1894, is _g‘Ivep ns
1,440,896 gallons, of the value of §ul,41d. In
order not to interfere with the soap In-
dustry, the government recommends that
the duty on cotton seed oil, when rendered
unfit for edible use, may be reduced [rom
4 to 3.50 marks. .

BELOW $50,000,000

TREASURY STOCK OF GOLD DISAP-
PEARING WITH GREAT RAPIDITY,

Yesterday's Withdrawals Redaced It
to' About $45,000,000, Five Millions *
Lower than Fver Before.

CRISIS FAST APPROACHING

AND INCOMPETENT DEMOCRACY
SEEMS U'NABLE TO AVERT IT.

No Indication that FPresldent Cleve-
Innd’'s Appeal Wiil Be Heeded by
His “Wild Horses.,”

HIS PLAN ALREADY CHANGED

THREE IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS
MADE BY SPRINGER'S COMMITTEE.

Scheme Proposed by Seantor Voor-
hees Killed by His Fellow=-Finan=-
clers—Manderson's Proposition.

Special to the Indianapolis Journal,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Fresh assaults
were made on the treasury to-day and
to-night the gold reserve stands at less
than forty-eight milllons—lower by nearly
five millions than it has ever been since
the establishment of the reserve. The
treasury is completely at the mercy of
the Heldelbachs and the Ickleheimers, of
New York, and Mr. Carlisle can apparent-
ly do nolhll"lg but hand out his gold to
them as they demand it. No cessation wof
the drain is expected and treasury officials
are now estimating how many days must
elapse before the last eagle leaves the
treasury vaults., At the present rate of
drainage it will be about the end of Feb-
ruary when Secretary Carlisle will be com- |
pelled to suspend specle payment, in the
sense that the term has heretofore been
employed. As a matter of fact, specie pay-
ment in silver would, to all intents and
purposes, be as fatal as suspension of
specle payment of all kinds.

Whatever lingerng hope may have been
entertained that the prospect of the early
disappearance of all the gold in the treas-
ury might influence the Senate to con-
sent to some legislation other than that
demanded by the free silver men, was
forever dispelled by Mr. Teller's words in
the Senete to-day, when he scoffed at
Mr. Manderson's proposition offering free
coinage of silver if coupied with the au-
thority to Issue bonds, Mr. Teller denied
the existence of a crisis or of an emer-
gency and added that the Senate should
not ba taken off its feet by a howl. His
statement that the mere threat of the
President to go to a siiver basls and the
announcement to the New York bankers
that if they wanted a pa- they could have
a panic, is gignificani, cemihg Ifrom him.
It shows that the silver men on both sides’
of the chamber know that they absolute-
ly control that body to Kkill any proposi-
tlon such as the administration bill.

A statement made to the Journal correspon-
dent to-day by a prominent Democratic Sen-
ator indicates that personal reeling agalnst
Mr. Cleveland is asserting itself. “*Mr. Cleve-
Jand has taken all he likes out of the
Jones bill and has rejected all we “'{lﬂ.[Erl
and now he expegcts us to pass it for him,”
he sald.

Mr, Teller's assertion that the New York
bankers would avert a panic as soon as
they =ee it Is imminent, Is significant from
another standpoint, This feeling of resent-
ment against the New York bankers is
steadlly growing in the treasury and there
Is= no doubt tha* but for Mr. Cleveland's
assurance in yesterday's message thatl, In
every event, the credit of the Nation would
be maintained, there would be =erious
ground for the fear that Mr. Carlisle con-
tempiates silver payments,

The course of the administration bill
in the House need exclte no deep interest.
It was the programme of the administration
that Mr. Spiringer himsell was to-day to
move the refrence of the bill from his com-
mittee to that of ways and means, In-
stead, Mr. Springer calmly retained the
biil in his own committee, He realizes, as
does every one else, that the bill Is mori-
bund, and he probably feels that he has
earned the petty distinetion of being di-
rector-in-chlef of the obsequies.

CLEVELAND'S SCEME.

Important Changes Mnade by
Mr. Springer's Committee,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The House com-
mittee on banking and currency spent the
day in debating the new administration
bill, went through it by sectlons, adopted
three important amendments and adjourned
until to-morrow, leaving two amendments
to be acted on, Chairman Springer says
that the committee will pe able to report
the amended bill to the House to-morrow.
Republican members say that ¢the plan will
be in committee two or three days longer,
but all agree that it will be reported to the
House in time, although materially changed
from the original plan, since the Republic-
ans are disposed (o co-operate with the
administration Democrats. There was some
sparring for points in the committee, and
n general dispositlon to engraft personal
sthemes on the measure, but as a
whole the proceedings were unusually free
from partisanship., Chairman Springer has
not yet declded how much time he will ask
the committee on rules to give for debate
The bill is a privileged one and can be
called up at any time. Accordingly, the
California . Democratic members, who are
fighting the Rellly Pacific railroad bill very
bitterly, are urging Mr. Sprinfer to report
the financial measure to-morrow, if possible,
and displace the Hellly bill. The action of

the House on the amended bill. seems to
depend on the Republicans, who hold the
balance of power. How lar the amend-
ments will placate the opposition remains
to be seen; but it i3 conceded that the
chances of the measure are much better
in the House than in the Senate. Its op-
ponents are largely depending on the free
gilver Senators to talk it to death, as they
may be.able to do in & body, which has no
rule by which it can fix a day for a vote.

Practically no progress was made by the
committee during the eariyv part ‘of the
day and all indications pointed o a re-
threshing of the whole Ilnancial guestion
in all its phases. Representative Cox be-
gan business by a motion W report the bill
to the House, which &t once roused a
chorus of oppositlon. ,Three of the Re-
publicans—Henderzon, of Illinols; PBrosfus
and Haughens objected to what they termed

When the committee adjourned two
amendments were pending to be acted upon
to-morrow. One, c-nermf by Mr. Russell,
of Connecticut, stipulates that the retire-
ment and cancellation of legal-tenders for
each month shall not be greater than the
increase in amount of national bank notes
under the operation of the plan. This
amendment was carried when first offered,
and then there was a successful motion
to reconsider and postpone action for a
day. Representative Walker stands spon-
sor for the other pending amendment, which
is to require one-hall of the reserve funds
of the banks to be held in gold coin or gold
certificates, the other half in silver coln
or silver certificates, Ten per cent. of the
reserve iz to be held in this stipulated
form on July 1, 1885; 20 per cent. at the
end of three months, the change being
made at the rate of 10 per cent. & quarter
until completed. The discussion on this
amendment hinged on the point whether
foreing the banks to secure gold for de-
posits would not cause a greater demand
on thé tressury for gold thanm the raids
which are now in progress.

Several amendments were proposed which
failed, Most important of their number
was one to substitute the word “coin* for
“gold” in the provision for payment of
the bonds, which commanded four votes, its
opponents numbering six. Another unsuc-
cegaful amandment was one to give the Sec-
retary of the Treasury discretion to fix the
rate of Interest on the bonds and to make
them payable after various short terms

DIED IN ITS INFANCY.

YVoorhees Offers an Bill That Is Killed
by Hix Commitiee.
TWASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—At the morning
meeting of the Senate finance committee,
the wvarious propositiems embodied in the
Jones, Vest, McPherson, Smith and Sher-
man bills were gone over and there were
some Indications towards the close of the
meeting that It might be possible to secure
a majority vote on a modification of the
Jones bill. There was no vote on any prop-
osition, hom;ever, and the expression of
opinion was not clear enough to rendad it
certain what would be the outcome of the
afternoon meeting, the committee having
agreed to meet again at 2 p. m. Mr, Jones
toid the committee that If there I8 no de-
cision on the lines of 'his bill or any other
measure he would ask leave to report his
bill that it might be brought before the
Senate for action. No disposition was shown
in the committee to accept the recommenda-
tions of the President and there was but
alight reference to his message. The 'propo-
sition outlined by him for gold bonds was
not received with favor by a majority of
the Democratic members, and even the Re-
publican members appeared averse to com-
mitting themselves to bonds of such great
duration as the Presldent recommends The
Hepublicans again Indicated thelr willing-
ness o upite on a measure granting au-
thority for a loan on notes of two or three
years' time of sufficient volume to relieve
the treasury from its present distress, but

not to go further at the present time,

The proceedings of the afternoon session
were based on a bill which had begn pre-
pared by Senator Voorhees. This bill pro-
vided simply for the issuance of short-timo
certificates which were to be used for the
purpcse of making good the regerve and of
meciing the reserve deficiency, but when the
alterneon session opeuned he had added a
ciause proviammg for tne free colnage of
suver. ‘tnere was a motion to sirike out
the silver provision, which was lust on a
lie voite of tive to five, all the Republican
members and Senator McePherson, Demo-
crat, voting for the motion, and all the
other Democrats opposing it. A vote was
then taken on the proposition as a whole,
and it was lost by a vote of seven (o
three, Senators Vest and White, as well as
McPherson, voting with the Republicans.
There was also a tie vote on a motion by
Senator Aldrich to substitute the Springer
bill for the Voorhees bill. Following is the
tex. of the Voorhees bill:

“That to enable the Secretary of the
Treasury to provide for and to maintain
the redemption of United States notes, and
aiso to enable him to pay current de-
flclencies in the revenue, he is authorized,
in addition to the provisions of the act of
Jan. 14, 1875, from time to time, at his dis-
cretion, to issue certificates of indebted-
negs of the United States payable to the
bearer in coin, after three years from
date, at the option of the United States, of
the denomination of $2), $0 and £00, with
semi-annual coupons for interest at the
rate of 3 per cent. per annum and to sell
and dispose of the same for not less than
an equal amount of lawful money of the
United States at designated depositories or
the United States and at such postoffices as
he may select. And such certificates shall
have like qualities, privileges and exemp-
tlons described in the resumption act of
Jan. 14, 1875, for the bonds therein author-
ized and the proceeds thereof shall be used
for the purpose prescribed in this act and
for no other purpose.

“Section 2—That upon any deposit already
or hereafter made in the manner required
by law of any I'nited States bonds or cer-
tificates bearing interest, any national bank-
ing assoclation making the same shall be
entitled to receive from the Controller of
the Currency cir{-ulat!ni notes of different
denominations, In blank, registered and
countersigned as provided by law, not ex-
ceeding the whole amount, the par value of
the bonds deposited; provided, that at no
time shall the total amount of such noies
issued to any such assoclation exceed the
amount at such time actually paid in of its
capital stock,

“Sec. 3—That from and after the passage
of this act, the Secretary of the Treasury
Is hereby authorized and directed to re-
ceive at any United States mint, from any
citizen of the United States, silver bullion
of standard genuineness and fineness, and
coin the =ame into siiver dollars of 4.121.
grains each. The selgniorage on the sald
bullion shall belong to the United States
and shall be the difference between the
coinage value thereof and the price of the
bullion in London on the day the deposit is
made, and all expenditures for coining done
under the provisions of this act shaill he
pald out of sald seigniorage; and the Sec-
retary of the Treasury shall deliver to the
depositors of such bullion standard silver
doilars equal in amount ta the price thereof
as aforesazid; and whenever the =aid coins
herein provided for shall be received Into
the treasury, certificates in denominations
of less than $19 may be issued thereon in
the manner now provided by law.”

The committee acjournad without agree-
ing on any definite time of meeting, and
some of the Republican members safd after-
wards that they =aw no reason for any
more meatings, as it had been made evident
that it would be impossible to accomplish
anything in the committee. There was a
full attendance of the committee, all being
present except Senator Jones, of Nevada.
[His absence caused the tie vote.

“Seventh—Authorize the free colnage ‘jf
both gold and silver at the ratio of 15 to 1,
within the Illmit of the Amerlcan product,
and to the capacity of our mints, and pro-
vide for additional or enlarged coinage of
subsidiary c¢oin, bringing f{ts legal-aendor
power to the payment of debts of §20.

Withdrawals of Gold.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The amount of
gold wittdrawn ficm the New York sub-
treasury to-day was $,066,000; from Boston
$85,000, making the total for the day, $5.142.-
000, which leaves the gold reserve 345 616,190,

The Secretary of the Treasury has di-
rected the assay officials at New York to
exchange gold bars for legal tendcrs at an
advance of one-tenth of 1 per cent. instead
of one-eighth. This reduction was made for
the reason that nearly all of the gold coin
now on hand s new and, therelore, has
lost nothing by abrasion. Mr., Carlisle to-
day ordered two and a half milllons in gold
shipped to New York from the United
ftates mint in Philadeiphia. It is sald that
there may be a further drain on the mint
tO-morrow.

Whnat Utanh Bankers Favor.
SALT LAKE, U. T., Jan. 2.—The Presi-
dent’'s message on the currency question
does not meet general favor among the
bankers of this city, so far as their views
can be obtalned. They look on the bond

issue as a process only to be repeated in-
definitely, without any permanent result,
Naturally they are in favor of the ultimate
free coinage of silver, and do npot believe
any other legislation will stop falling wal-
ues, and, therefore, express a preference
for the blll mtroduced by Senator Jones, of
Arkansas, as that provides for such use of
the white metal as will naturally lead up
to Its recognition. They do not favor any
legislation that does not at least provide
for a reasonable use of silver.

Opposed to Bonds
DENVER, Col, Jan. 20.—The bankers of
Denver are unanimous in thelr expressions
against any further issue of bonds by the
government. They hold that such a course
fs agalnst the interests of the West, and,

therefore, against their interests. While
none of the bank presidents cared (o be
quoted, each denounced the plan quoted in
President Cleveland's message. They ar-
gued that {f carried out It would not only
Fla.t:e the country solely on a gold basis,
wut would put Its finances entirely into the
hands of Eastern baunkers, who would in
no way share their beneflts with the peo-
ple or the banks of the West.

A London View of the Message.
L.ONDON, Jan. 20,—The Pall Mall Gazette
this afternoon, commenting on Presldent
Cleveland's message to Congress, Says:
““T'he tendency here as well as in America
Is to regard President Cleveland's mes-
sage as weak and unsatisfactory. Yet his
suggested remedy I8 at least adequate 10
meet the emergency of the moment. 1Un-
fortunately there is small prospect of his
proposgals being carried out by Congress,
which is moribund. Moreover, President
Cleveland is never sure of a majority of
Dernocrats whers monetary issues are con-
cerned,”

Chicago Bankegrs Spenk.

CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—The following tele-
gram, signed by the presidents of twenty-
nine of the leading banks of Chicago, was
sent to Washington this afternoon ad-
dressed to Senaiors Cullom and Palmer, of
Illinols, and Congressman Aldrich, of this
city:

“The bankers of Chicago respeotfully urge
members of the Senate and House, irre-
spective of party, to unite in the immediate
passage of a bill in conformity with the
President’s message. The business interests
of 1the country demand such action.”

“AN ERKOR OF JUDGMENT.”

How Senator Brice's Frlends Account
for a Cashiler Lending $140,000.

TOLEDO, O., Jan. 2.—A deputy United
States marshal arrested and brought to To-
ledo Charles M. Hughes, jr., ex-cashler of
the First National Bank of Lima, on the
charge of misappropriation of $140,000 of the
bank's funds. Hughes was releasefl on bond
for his appearance Friday betore the United
States Commlissioner. This is the bank In
which Senator Brice is largely interested.
The sult Is brought by a stockholder, Wal-
ter Zimm, of Columbus. The bank loaned
large sums to the Monroe Manufacturing
Company, of Lima, which failed. An assess-
ment of 100 per cent. had to be made on
the bank's stockholders, and Hughes was
replaced by another cashler. Zimm refused
to pay up, and caused Hughes's arrest.
Brice's friends stand by Hughes, and say
the loans to the Monroe company were
merely an error of judegment on his part,

DEATH OF A HORSEMAN,

Frank L. Noble, Formerly Owner of
Aleryon, Dies at Grand Rapids,
GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Jan. 29.—Frank
L. Noble, formerly owner of the famous
trotting stallion Alcryon, died at his home
in this city, to-day, aged forty-five years.
He has been suffering from Kkidney trouble
and had been confined to his bed for ten
days, but his death was not expected. He
was formerly in the plaster business here,
and became quite wealthy, but lost his
money in his trotting horse wventures. In
August, 1890, when the stallion Aleryon and
Nelson were matched at Beacon Park, Bos-
ton, Noble s sald to have sold the race—
allowed Nelson to win—for $.000, for which
the ownerg, drivers and horses were ex-
pelled by the National Trofting Assocla-
tion. Nelson and his horses were reinstated
two years ago and Aleryon and hls driver,
George Robens, of this city, were tempo-
rarily reinstated last fall, but Noble's appli-
catlon for reinstatement was denled. He
brought suit against the association for £35.-
0 damages, but failed to appear when the
case was ready for trial. Aleryvon is now
owned by a stock company here and is
in charge of Rebens. who expects to put

The latter is more seriously injured than
was at first supposed, and will not be ible
to leave Coatesville for. some time. The
people of the viilage are yet greatly
wrought up over the accident, and many
of them have abandoned their vocations
ternporarily, so intense has been thae io-
terest in the occurrence,

fHOW IT HAPPENED.

Theory of amn 0ld Railroader, Wheo
Blames the Company for All.

The reports as to the cause of the wreck
are wvery conflicting. Some pecae clalm
that such a thing could not have happened
if the train had been in proper order; thesa
think the cause was probably a defective
wheel, but that is hardly considered possi-
ble. Probably the real cause is that givenm
by & rallroad man of many years' experi-

ence, He places the entire blume upon the
railroad company, He says their engines
are too heavy for the track. The engine
which was In the wreck welghs about 140,000
pounds, while the rails on the track wers
lald at a timé when engines of 100,000
pounds were rare. The man says the rails
are so light that tney are not capable
of carrying such heavy engines with safety.
He says the plausible explanation is that
when the engine struck the switch, which
was on a curve, the slight break in the

rfectly smooth rail caused the engine ta
urch to the opposite side, which loosened
the spikes holding the rail. Each suc-
ceeding car turned the rail more and pulled
the spikes further out, until yhen the day
coach struck the place the rall had tumed
so far to one side that the trucks dropped
between the rails and the piling up of the
cars began. As usual in such cases the
railroad men are reticent about the matter
and little can be learned from a reliable or
direct source concerning the cause,

SITTING BY NORTON'S SIDE.

Joseph FP. Dillon Telis a Thrilling
Story of His Trip.

Joseph P. Dillon, business manager fon
the Pauline Hall opera company, is at the
Bates House with his wife Both were
painfully injured in the wreck. Mr. Dillon's
head bears a lump about the size of 4 hen's
egg and is very tender and sore. Every
bone in his body, he says, feels as if it had
suffered a severe wrench, and it Iz with
considerable effort that the sufferer is able
to walk across the floor. Mrs. Dillon is
prostrated from the effects of the nervous
shock and suffers Intensely with her batck.
Her arm is also very sore and she at first
thought the member was dislocated. The
Dillons were brought to this city yesterday
afternoon in a sleeper attgched Lo the regu-
lar Vandalia train from the West. A numbes
of other injured people occupled the sleeper.
but they were gent on East. With the as-
sistance of her husband and a number of
train employes AMrs. Dillon was lifted from
the car, placed in an invallid's chair and
wheeled (o0 a carriage. Dr., Marsee, Lhe
railroad's surgeon, is attending her and
thinks she will be able to travel with her
hushand In the course of a week.

The story of the wreck, as related by the
Dillons, is wvery thrilling. They left the
Pauline Hall company, in St. Louis, Mon-
day, performing at John W. Norton's thea~
ter. The datter was on his way to New
York city to arrange some business mat-
tera with Henry Abbey, the theaatrical
manager. The Dillons were en route to
Newark, N. J., and being old acquaintances

of Norton they had planned a pleasant trip.
Dillon and Norton occupled seats in section
four of the Pullman sleeper at the fadal
moment, and the theatrical agent cleariy
recalls the last words that passed the lips
of his friend.

“Poor Norton and I had been sitting in
Section 4 for an hour or more,” he began,
in recounting the detalls of the tragio sc-
cident last night. “We sat facing each
other and my wife was sitting in the othep
end of the car two sections away. Norton
and 1 were busy with our conversation,
which was of a reminiscent character, John
W. Norton was one of the brightest men
I ever knew, 1 think. He was brilliant and
versatile and was always an interesting
man to talk to. He was feeling quite !lr,
and we joked each other good-naturedly im
the way that theatrical men do when they
are thrown together for a long ride. It wasy
